Tho machinery has been running con 
tinuously, night and day for nearly four 
months and much repair work has ac­ 
cumulated which must be attended to. 
During cold weather it is impossible to 
shut down because of the danger from 
ice in the flume, but with the present 
soft weather it will be possible to give 
the hands a Sunday once more and do 
the needed work on the plant.

mer the machinery is started at 7 o'clock 
Monday morning and not stopped until 
six o'clock Sunday morning. 
The run 
has been very satisfactory to the man­ 
agement as they have turned out about 
thirty tons of pulp daily.

St. Paul, Feb. 25.—The Peterson 
board of control bill, loaded down *.ith 
amendments, went «’.own to <. 
at in 
the senate Friday by a vote of 27 to 
33.Senatoi Wilson, who voted “r*T for 
the purpose of moving reconsideration 
later, gave notice of such a motion, 
whereupon Senator Schaller admin­ 
istered the ih ath blow to the bill by 
moving immediate 
reconsideration. 
This was lost by a vote of 43 to 4. So 
the bill is dead beyond recall 
The bill was doomed from the time 
that the senate refused to reconsider 
the Peachey amendment. This vote, 
which stood 21 to 36, left the bill with 
the Faribault and Owatonna schools 
added, and in that shape it was op­ 
posed by several who would have 
vc . to remove the university and 
normal schools alone. 
After the vote on the Peachey 
amendment and the adoption of Sena­ 
tor Buck’s amendment creating a pur­ 
chasing hoard, the senate took a re­ 
cess of forty-five minutes, while Sena­ 
tor Brower drew up a number of minor 
amendments putting the bill in cohe­ 
sive shape. These were adopted, and 
then the final vote was taken on the 
bill, resulting in its defeat. 
Senator Peterson introduced a bill 
creating a state board of surveyors. 
This board is to consist of three mem­ 
bers, each to serve three years. All 
surveyors must be examined and pay 
a fee ot $5. whether granted a license 
or not. 
A picture of the battle of Gettys­ 
burg, with especial reference to the 
pRrt played by the First Minnesota 
regiment, will adorn the walls of the 
new state capítol if Senator Wilson’s 
bill prevails. 
Senator Baker proposed a bill car­ 
rying an appropriation of $7,000 for a 
ladies’ G. A. R. home at Anoka. 
Senator Horton put in a bill making 
it a misdemeanor to sell ahort-weigh’ 
coal. The penalty for changing bills 
of lading is $1,000 fine or three years’ 
imprisonment or both. 
Senator Wood introduced a bill pro­ 
viding for the admission of wives, 
widow’s or mothers of soldiers of the 
war of the Rebellion, Mexican or Span­ 
ish w’ars to the soldiers’ home. 
Senator Peterson introduced a bill 
increasing the force of the attorney 
general’s office and the compensation 
of assistants. The number of assist­ 
ant attorney generals is increased from 
two to three and the salaries from 
$2,000 to $3,000. 
Senator Cole introduced a resolution 
in the serial e indorsing the action of 
the Kansas legislature in its attitude 
against trusts.

Would Give the Voters the Final Say 
in M a k in g Nominations. 
The latest election bill, designed to 
bring siate officers under tho direct 
primar) system, was offered in the 
house Friday by Ole Peterson of Nicol­ 
let county, who proposes to let the peo­ 
ple have the final say In the choice of 
candidates for a state office. 
Under the terms of the Peterson bill 
political caucuses are to be held as of 
old, that of the counties on the third 
Friday in June. The county conven­ 
tions are to be held on the third Sat­ 
urdays of June, and ihe state conven­ 
tion on the fourth Friday of June. At 
these conventions candidates for the 
county and state offices are to bo 
named, three to each office. These 
are to be taken in the order of the 
vote cast. At the primary election, 
which follows these three candidates 
are lo oe voted on and the one having 
the highest vote is to be the nominee 
of the party. 
The whole scheme is a combination 
of the convention and primary, giving 
the voter the final say in the making 
of nominations. 
Elmer E. Adam’s bill to compel lum­ 
ber dealers to give full dimensions to 
purchasers of lumber, was advanced 
to the calendar and will be put on its 
passage Saturday. The bill 
was 
amended so as not to operate against 
lumber shipped out of the state. 
Permission was granted T. T. Ofs- 
thnn and A. J. Roekne to have their 
antitrust bill printed.

ies into the methods of the so-called 
beef trust.
